DETAILED ACTION 
EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

The application has been amended as follows: 

The first line of the specification, as amended 10/22/2004, has been replaced 
with -This is a division of Application Serial No. 10/146,675 filed May 15, 2002, now 
U.S. Patent No. 6,750,373, the entire disclosure of which is hereby incorporated by 
reference, which claims the benefit of U.S. Provisional Application No. 60/291 ,827 filed 
May 18, 2001, the entire disclosure of which is hereby incorporated by reference.- 



Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 19, 20, 27, 43, and 44 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Yoo et al. (US 
Patent No. 3,917,737) and Isogai et al (US Patent No. 4,650,91 1) are considered the 
closest prior art. 

Regarding claims 19 and 20, Yoo teaches a catalyst which may comprise both 
iron and cobalt with N-heterocycle ligands. Yoo does not teach the use of 2,6-pyridil 
diimine. 

Regarding claim 27, Yoo also teaches the use of a diphosphine ligand. Yoo 
does not teach a diphosphine in which the posphorous atoms are part of a heterocycle. 

Regarding claims 43 and 44, Isogai teaches a bimetallic (Fe-Co) catalyst in 
which the cobalt compound may be dicobalt octacarbonyl. Isogai does not teach the 
use of octaethylporphine as the iron ligand. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
